request," he said Tuesday. "I've got 
but two more days to live, and I want 
to die with the satisfaction that I have 
at least, once in my life had enough 
friend chicken to eat.

three meals be of chicken." 


Sheriff Nolle readily granted the ne- 


gro's request; and he feasted upon the 
toothsome fowl.

The time ias gone by 
when the railroad could go ahead 
and work out Its plans and carry on 
its operations without consulting the 
interests ot the people. The railroad 
must fall In line with the democratic 
Institutions of this country. 


"The current created by the exist- 


ing agitation must be turned into a 
safer channel or great harm will be 
done, both to the railroads and to the 
people. This agitation has now reach- 
ed a point where it may be said to 
, carry a threat to the general welfare 
jot the country; because it threatens 
to affect the Industrial enterprises of 
the country, with the millions of men, 
women and children directly depend- 
ent upon these enterprises. I do not 
believe that the people desire the de- 
struction of the railroad properties; 
and I believe that the people, the gov- 
ernment and the railroads are united 
in the desire to turn this current of 
agitation from destruction to construc- 
tion. 


"The public demands that the rail 


roads of the "United States shall be so 
regulated by law as to prevent future 
Injustice In their management or dis- 
crimination In their conduct. 
The 


government of the United States is 
shaping its administrative policy to 
that end. As a railroad manager and 
as an Individual. I heartily indorse 
this policy, and shall do all I can to 
promote such a course. 


"The Hepburn act Is effective and 


is both just and wise. 
As time goes 


on tho machinery for the reinforce 
ment ot the act will improve and 
should improve, and the enlightened 
railroad 
managers 
will 
co-operate 


with the government and with the 
people to enforce the law. I believe In 
•ho principle of the act, which is that 
:here shall be uniformity of charges 
without illegal discrimination or un 
lawful devices to one class of ship- 
pers or communities as against an 
other."
